Daily in Period From Sept. 20-30 


fares were collected daily | 
between Sept. 20 nd Sept. 30, when 
a 7-cent fare was in effect, than 
were collected between Aug. 29 and 
Aug. 30, when a 6-cent fare was in 
effect, were made public today by 
the United Railways. 

This was despite the fact that 21,- 
°61 more fares a day were collected 
from Sept. 1 to Sept. 19 under a 6- 
cent rate than were collected from 
Aug. 1 to Aug. 20 under a 6-cent 
fare. The average number of pas- 
sengers a day carried during the last 
11 days of September was 703,766.
